Alameda County mayors and 
their wives toured the beautiful 
new Oakland Museum last 
Wednesday night, when Oakland 
hosted the monthly meeting of 
Alameda County Mayors’ confer- 
ence, 

‘The museum, slated to open in 
September, was made possible by 
the people of Oakland through a 
$66 million bond issue, Located 


at the south end of Lake Merritt, 
it is a four-square block complex 
of galleries, gardens, trees and 
outdoor sculpture courts with the 
roof of one gallery the garden 
and terrace for the next.
